Have,  in  this  spirit,  adopted  a 
great  number  of  provisions,  the 
object  of  which  is  to  define  and 
govern  the  usages  of  war  on  land. 

In  view  of  the  High  Contracting 
Parties,  these  provisions,  the  word- 
ing of  which  nas  been  inspired  by 
the  desire  to  diminish  the  evils  of 
war  so  far  as  military  necessities 
permit,  are  destined  to  serve  as 
general  rules  of  conduct  for  bellig- 
erents in  their  relations  with  each 
other  and  with  populations.        . *

Until  a  more  complete  code  of 
the  laws  of  war  is  issued,  the  High 
Contracting  Parties  think  it  right 
to  declare  that  in  cases  not  included 
in  the  Regulations  adopted  by 
them,  populations  and  belligerents 
remain  under  the  protection  and 
empire  of  the  principles  of  inter- 
national law,  as  they  result  from 
the  usages  established  between 
civilized  nations,  from  the  laws  of 
humanity,  and  the  requirements 
of  the  public  conscience; 

They  declare  that  it  is  in  this 
sense  especially  that  Articles  I  and 
II  pf  the  Regulations  adopted  must 
be  understood;

This  Bureau  is  intended 
to  answer  all  inquiries  about  pris- 
oners of  war,  and  is  furnished  by 
the  various  services  concerned 
with  all  the  necessary  information 
to  enable  it  to  keep  an  individual 
return  for  each  prisoner  of  war. 
It  is  kept  informed  of  interments 
and  changes,  as  well  as  of  admis- 
sions into  hospital  and  deaths. 

It  is  also  the  duty  of  the  Infor- 
mation Bureau  to  receive  and  col- 
lect ail  objects  of  personal  use, 
valuables,  letters,  &c.,  found  on 
the  battlefields  or  left  by  prisoners 
who  have  died  in  hospital  or  am- 
bulance, and  to  transmit  them  to 
those  interested. 


Article  XV. 

Belief  Societies  for  prisoners  of 
war,  which  are  regularly  consti- 
tuted in  accordance  with  the  law 
of  the  country  with  the  object  of 
servings  as  the  intermediary  for 
charity,  shall  receive  from  the  bel- 
ligerents for  themselves  and  their 
duly  accredited  agents  every  facil- 
ity, within  the  bounds  of  military 
requirements  and  Administrative 
Regulations,  for  the  effective  ac- 
complishment of  their  humane 
task.  Delegates  of  these  Societies

Article  II. 

Hospital  ships,  equipped  wholly 
or  in  part  at  the  cost  of  private 
individuals  or  officially  recognized 
relief  Societies,  shall  likewise  be 
respected  and  exempt  from  cap- 
ture, provided  the  belligerent 
Power  to  whom  they  belong  has 
given  them  an  official  commission 
and  has  notified  their  names  to  the 
hostile. Power  at  the  commence- 
ment of  or  during  hostilities,  and 
in  any  case  before  they  are  em- 
ployed. 

These  ships  should  be  furnished 
with  a  certificate  from  the  compe- 
tent authorities,  declaring-  that 
they  had  been  under  their  control 
while  fitting  out  and  on  final  de- 
parture. 

Article  III. 

Hospital-ships,  equipped  wholly 
or  in  part  at  the  cost  of  private 
individuals  or  officially  recognized 
Societies  of  neutral  countries, 
shall  be  respected  and  exempt 
from  capture,  if  the  neutral 
Power  to  whom  they  belong  has 
given  them  an  official  commission 
and  notified  their  names  to  the 
billigerent  powers  at  the  com- 
mencement of  or  during  hostili- 
ties, and  in  any  case  before  they 
are  employed. 

Article  IV. 

The  ships  mentioned  in  Articles 
1,  U,  and  III  shall  afford  relief 
and  assistance  to  the  wounded, 
crick,  and  shipwrecked  of  the  bel- 
ligerents independently  of  their 
nationality. 

The  Governments  engage  not  to 
use  these  ships  for  any  military 
purpose.

Article  VIII. 

Sailors  and  soldiers  who  are 
taken  on  board  when  sick  or 
wounded,  to  whatever  nation  they 
belong,  shall  be  protected  and 
looked  after  by  the  captors. 

Article  IX. 

The  shipwrecked,  wounded,  or 
sick  of  one  of  the  belligerents  who 
fall  into  the  hands  of  the  other,  are 
prisoners  of  war.  The  captor 
must  decide,  according  to  circum- 
stances, if  it  is  best  to  keep  them 
or  send  them  to  a  port  of  his  own 
country,  to  a  neutral  port,  or  even 
to  a  hostile  port.  In  the  last  case, 
prisoners  thus  repatriated  cannot 
serve  as  long  as  the  war  lasts.

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And  whereas  on  an  understanding  reached  by  the  Government  of 
the  Netherlands  with  the  signatory  powers  it  was  agreed  to  exclude 
from  the  ratifications  of  said  Convention  its  Article  A; 

And  whereas  the  said  Convention,  with  its  Article  X  excluded,  was 
ratified  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  and  by  the  Governments 
of  the  other  Powers  aforesaid,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  China 
and  Turkey; 

And  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  stipulations  of  Article  XII  of  the 
said  Convention  the  ratifications  of  the  said  Convention  were  deposited 
at  the  Hague  on  the  4th.  day  of  September,  1900,  by  the  Plenipoten- 
tiaries of  the  Governments  of  the  United  States  of  America,  Germany, 
Austria-Hungary,  Belgium,  Denmark,  Spain,  France,  Great  Britain, 
Italy,  the  Netherlands,  Persia,  Portugal,  Roumania,  Russia,  Siam,

virtue  01  authority  vested  in  them,  have  agreed  upoA  the  following  w 
articles  for  the  establishment  of  a  parcels-post  system  of  exchanges 
between  the  United  States  and  New  Zealand. 

ABTICL.E  I. 

The  provisions  of  this  Convention  relate  only  to  parcels  of  mail  mat-  ^^^  of  ooa7tn' 
ter  to  oe  exchanged  by  die  system  herein  provided  for,  and  do  not 
effect  the  arrangements  now  existing  under  the  Universal  Postal  Union 
Convention,  which  will  continue  as  heretofore;  and  all  the  agreements 
hereinafter  contained  apply  exclusively  to  mails  exchanged  under  these 
articles.  - 

Article  II. 

1.  There  shall  be  admitted  to  the  mails  exchanged  under  this  Con-  th£^£admlttedt0 
vention  articles  of  merchandise  and  mail  matter— except  letters,  post-

lottery  circulars;  all  obscene  or  immoral  articles;  articles  which  may  ia 
any  way  damage  or  destroy  the  mails  or  injure  the  persons  handling 

them. 

2.  All  admissible  articles  of  merchandise  mailed  in  otTe  country  for  gpecSo^111  ltom  in" 
the  other,  or  received  in  one  country  from  the  other,  Bhall  be  free  from 

any  detention  or  inspection  whatever,  except  such  as  is  required  for 
collection  of  Customs  duties,  and  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  most  speedy 
means  to  their  destination,  being  subject  in  their  transmission  to  the 
laws  and  regulations  of  each  country  respectively.

Article  III. 

1.  A  letter  or  communication  of  the  nature  of  personal  correspond- 
ence must  not  accompany,  be  written  on,  or  enclosed  with  any  parcel. 

2.  If  such  be  found,  the  letter  will  be  placed  in  the  mails  if  sepa- 
rable, and  if  the  communication  be  inseparably  attached,  the  whole 
package  will  be  rejected.  If,  however,  any  such  should  inadvertently 
be  forwarded,  the  country  of  destination  will  collect  double  rates  of 
postage  according  to  the  Universal  Postal  Union  Convention. 

8.  No  parcel  may  contain  packages  intended  for  delivery  at  an 
address  other  than  that  borne  by  the  parcel  itself.  If  such  enclosed 
packages  be  detected,  they  must  be  sent  forward  singly,  charged  with 
new  and  distinct  Parcel-Post  rates. 

Article  IV. 

1.  The  following  rates  of  postage  shall  in  all  cases  be  required  to  be 
fvlly  prepaid  with  postage  stamps  of  the  country  of  origin,  viz: — 

2.  In  the  United  States,  for  a  parcel  not  exceeding  one  pound  in 
weight,  twelve  cents;  and  for  eacn  additional  pound,  or  fraction  of  a 
pound,  twelve  cents. 

3.  In  New  Zealand,  for  a  parcel  not  exceeding  one  pound  in  weight, 
sixpence;  and  for  each  additional  pound,  or  fraction  of  a  pound,  six- 
pence. 

4.  The  parcels  shall  be  promptly  delivered  to  addressees  at  the  post- 
offices  of  address  in  the  country  of  destination  free  of  charge  for 
postage;  but  the  country  of  destination  may,  at  its  option,  levy  and, 
collect  from  the  addressee  for  interior  service  and  delivery  a  charge 
the  amount  of  which  is  to  be  fixed  according  to  its  own  regulations, 
but  which  shall  in  no  case  exceed  five  cents  (or  two  and  one-half  pence) 
for  each  parcel,  whatever  its  weight. 

Article  V. 

1.  The  sender  will,  at  the  time  of  mailing  the  package,  receive  a 
certificate  of  mailing  from  the  post-office  where  the  package  is  mailed 
on  a  form  like  Form  1  annexed  hereto. 

2.  The  sender  of  a  package  may  have  the  same  registered  in  accord- 
ance with  the  regulations  of  the  country  of  origin.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  a  Treaty  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Republic  of  Chile  providing  for  the  extradition  of  fugitives  from 
justice  was  concluded  and  signed  by  their  respective  Plenipotentiaries 
at  Santiago,  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred, the  original  of  which  Treaty,  being  in  the  English  and  Spanish 
languages  is,  (as  amended  by  the  Senate  of  the  United  States)  word  for 
word  as  follows:

TEEATY  OF  EXTRADITION.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  a  Convention  between  the  United  States  of  America  and 
Guatemala  providing  for  the  reciprocal  protection  of  Trade-Marks 
and  Trade-Labels,  was  concluded  and  signed  by  their  respective  Plen- 
ipotentiaries at  Guatemala  City  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  the  original  of  which  Convention, 
being  in  the  English  and  Spanish  languages  is  word  for  word  as 
follows:

preamble.  The  Post  Office  Department  of  the  United  States  and  the  Postal 

Administration  of  the  Republic  of  Bolivia  being  desirous  of  establishing 
a  system  of  exchange  of  Postal  Money  Orders  between  the  two. coun- 
tries, the  undersigned.  Dr.  George  H.  Bbidgman,  for  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  Dr.  Federioo  Diez  de  Medina  for  the  Re- 
public of  Bolivia,  duly  authorized  for  that  purpose,  have  agreed  upon 
the  following  articles:

Article  VII. 

The  service  of  the  Postal  Money  Order  System  between  the  two 
countries  shall  be  performed  exclusively  by  the  agency  of  offices  of 
exchange.  On  the  part  of  the  United  States  the  office  of  exchange 
shall  be  New  York,  N.  Y.,  and  on  the  part  of  Bolivia,  La  Paz. 

Article  VIII. 

No  Money  Order  shall  be  issued  unless  the  applicant  furnish  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  the  amount  is  to  be  paid,  and 
his  own  name  and  address;  or  the  name  of  the  firm  or  company  who 
are  the  remitters  or  payees,  together  with  the  addresses  of  each. 

Article  IX. 

1.  The  particulars  of  all  Money  Orders  drawn  in  the  United  States 
upon  Bolivia  shall  be  entered  at  the  Exchange  Office  New  York,  N.  Y. , 
in  a  list  similar  to  the  form  marked  "A"  (in  the  Appendix)  in  which 
shall  be  shown  the  amount  of  each  order  in  United  States  money, 
which  list  after  having  received  the  impression  of  the  New  York  dat- 
ing stamp,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Exchange  Post  Office  of  Bolivia, 
where  it  shall  be  impressed  with  the  date  stamp  of  that  office,  ana 
where  the  requisite  arrangement  for  effecting  payment  of  the  Orders 
shall  be  carried  out. 

2.  In  like  manner  the  particulars  of  Money  Orders  drawn  in  Bolivia 
upon  the  United  States  shall  be  entered  at  the  Exchange  Office  at  La 
Paz  in  a  list  similar  to  the  form  marked  "B"  (in  the  Appendix)  in 
"which  shall  be  shown  the  amount- of  each  in  the  money  of  both  coun- 
tries, which  list  after  having  received  the  impression  of  the  dating 
stamp  of  that  office,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Exchange  Office  at  New 
York,  N.  Y.,  where  it  shall  receive  the  impression  of  the  dating  stamp 
in  use  in  that  office,  and  where  the  necessary  arrangements  for  effecting 
payment  of  the  orders  shall  be  carried  out. 

3.  Each  list,  as  well  as  the  entries  in  the  lists  dispatched  shall  be 
numbered  consecutively  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  etc.,  in  the  order  of  dispatcn, 
commencing  on  July  1st  of  each  calendar  year,  and  the  receipt  of  each 
list  shall  be  acknowledged  on  either  side,  by  means  of  the  first  sub- 
sequent list  forwarded  in  the  opposite  direction. 

4.  Such  a  list  shall  be  transmitted  by  each  mail  dispatched  from    Duplicates,  etc 
Bolivia  to  the  port  of  New  York,  and  wee  verm,  and  of  each  list  dis- 
patched a  duplicate  shall  be  sent  by  the  following  mail. 

5.  Should  it  happen  that,  on  the  day  when  the  list  is  to  be  dispatched, 
there  are  no  orders  to  be  certified  for  payment,  the  list  must  neverthe- 
less be  sent.  But,  in  that  event,  the  Exchange  Office  will  write  across 
the  list  the  words:  "No  Money  Orders"

disp&tc  ingo  ce,etc.  receiyjng  0ffice  0f  exchange,  the  latter  shall  reissue  Money  Orders  in 

favor  of  the  pavees  for  the  amounts  specified  in  the  list,  and  shall 
forward  them  free  of  postage  to  the  addresses  or  to  the  offices  of 
destination,  in  conformity  with  the  regulations  in  each  country  for 
the  payment  of  Money  Orders. 

2.  When  the  lists  shall  show  irregularities  which  the  receiving  office 
shall  not  be  able  to  rectify,  that  office  shall  demand  an  explanation  with 
as  little  delay  as  possible.  Pending  the  receipt  of  the  explanation  the 
reissue  of  Money  Orders  of  payment  relating  to  the  entries  found  to  be 
erroneous  in  the  list  should  be  suspended. 

3.  One  copy  of  each  exchange  list  shall  be  returned  by  the  receiving 
office  of  exchange  to  the  dispatching  office,  but  before  returning  such 
copy,  the  receiving  exchange  office  snail  enter  therein  the  names  of  the 
respective  offices  of  payment  of  the  orders  enumerated  in  the  list,  and, 
in  the  lists  from  the  United  States,  returned^  by  the  Exchange  Office 
at  La  Paz,  the  latter  office  shall  also  enter  the  amount  of  each  Order  in 
the  money  of  Bolivia  according  to  the  conversion  made  by  it

1.  At  the  close  of  each  quarter  an  account  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
Postal  Administration  of  Bolivia  showing  in  detail  the  totals  of  the  lists 
containing  the  particulars  of  Orders  issued  in  either  country  during 
the  quarter,  ana  the  balance  resulting  from  such  transactions. 

2.  Two. copies  of  this  account  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Post  Office 
Department  of  the  United  States  at  Washington,  and  the  balance, 
after  proper  verification,  shall,  if  due  by  the  Post  Office  Department 
of  the  United  States  be  paid  at  La  Paz,  but  if  due  by  the  Bolivian 
Postal  Administration  it  snail  be  paid  in  New  York,  and  in  the  money 
of  the  country  to  which  the  payment  is  made. 

3.  Payments  may  also  be  made  in  money  or  by  drafts,  or  by  bills  of    **ym«it* 
exchange  on  points  other  than  La  Paz  or  New  York,  by  mutual  agree- 
ment between  the  two  Departments. 

Article  XVII. 

l.If  pending  the  settlement  of  an  account  one  of  the  two  postal  t^aittMk°6  <*  ** 
administrations  shall  ascertain  that  it  owes  the  other  a  balance  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  the  indebted  administration  shall 
promptly  remit  the  approximate  amount  of  such  balance  to  the  credit 
of  the  other,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  such  adminis- 
tration from  remitting  a  lesser  amount  than  one  thousand  dollars. 
($1,000)  at  discretion.  This  account  and  the  letters  which  accompany 
such  intermediate  remittances  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  forms 
("C")  ("D")  C'E")  (<"F")  annexed  to  this  Convention.  . 

2.  If  payment  by  the  debtor  administration  be  not  made  within  a 
period  or  three  months  from  the  time  such  balance  accrues,  the  creditor 
administration  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  interest 
thereon. 

Article  XVIII. 

1.  The  postal  administration  in  each  country  shall  be  authorized  to 
adopt  any  additional  rules  (if  not  repugnant  to  the  foregoing),  for 
greater  security  against  fraud,  or  for  the  better  working  of  the  sys- 
tem generally, 

2.  Ail  such  additional  rules  however,  must  be  promptly  communi- 
cated to  the  Post  Office  Department  of  the  other  country . 

Article  XIX. 

Each  administration  is  authorized  in  extraordinary  circumstances  ^^ffSSfSe 
that  would  justify  the  measure,  to  suspend  temporarily  the  Money 
Order  service  in  whole  or  in  part  upon  condition  of  giving  notice  of 
such  suspension  immediately  to  the  other  country,  and  if  deemed 
necessary,  by  means  of  the  telegraph.

twenty-fifth  (twelfth)  day  of  October,  one  thousand  nine  nundred  and 
one,  the  original  of  which  Treaty,  being  in  the  English  and  Servian 
languages,  is  word  for  word  as  follows: 

contracting  parties.      'flie  United  States  of  America  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Servia, 

being  desirous  to  confirm  their  friendly  relations  and  to  promote  the 
cause  of  Justice,  have  resolved  to  conclude  a  treaty  for  the  extradition 
of  fugitives  from  justice  between  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Kingdom  of  Servia,  and  have  appointed  for  that  purpose  the  fol- 
lowing Plenipotentiaries: 

Plenipotentiaries        The  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  Charles  S.  Francis,

19th  April,  1850,  commonly  called  the  Clajton-Bulwer  treaty,  to  the 
construction  of  such  canal  under  the  auspices  of  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  without  impairing  the  " general  principle"  of 
neutralization  established  in  Article  Vlll  of  that  Convention,  was  con- 
cluded and  signed  by  their  respective  plenipotentiaries  at  the  city  of 
Washington  on  the  18th  day  of  November,  1901,  the  original  of  which 
Convention  is  word  for  word  as  follows:

The  United 
States,  however,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  maintain  such  military  police 
along  the  canal  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  it  against  lawlessness 
and  disorder. 

3.  Vessels  of  war  of  a  belligerent  shall  not  revictual  nor  take  any 
stores  in  the  canal  except  so  far  as  may  be  strictly  necessary;  and  the 
transit  of  such  vessels  through  the  canal  shall  be  effected  with  the  least 
possible  delay  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  in  force,  and  with 
only  such  intermission  as  may  result  from  the  necessities  of  the  service.

invention  or  its  working,  by  the 
sale  of  copies  of  the  design  or 
model,  by  the  employment  of  the 
mark. 

The  periods  of  priority  above 
mentioned  shall  be  twelve  months 
for  patents  of  invention  and  four 
months  for  designs  or  industrial 
models,  as  well  as  for  trade  or 
commercial  marks.

Whereas  a  Convention  between  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Republic  of  Guatemala,  relating  to  the  tenure  and  disposition  of 
real  and  personal  property,  was  concluded  at  the  City  of  Guatemala 
on  the  27th  day  of  August,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  the 
original  of  which  Convention,  being  in  the  English  and  Spanish  laa* 
guages,  is  word  for  word  as  follows:

Whereas,  the  Washington  Forest  Reserve,  in  the  State  of  Washing- 
ton, was  established  by  proclamation  dated  February  twenty-second, 
eignteen  hundred  and,  ninety-seven,  under  and  by  Virtue  of  section 
twenty-four  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  March  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled.  "An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture 
laws,  and  for  other  purposes",  which  provides,  "That  the  President 
of  the  United  States  may,  from  time  to  time,  set  apart  and  reserve, 
in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part  cov- 
ered with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value  or 
not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public  procla- 
mation, declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits 
thereof": 

And  whereas,  it  is  further  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved 
June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled,  "An  act

Large,  vol.  26,  page  712)  selected  for  the  said  Capitan  Grande 
band  or  village  of  Indians  certain  tracts  of  land  and  intentionally 
omitted  and  excluded  from  such  selection  the  said  sections  8  and  9, 
township  15  south,  range  2  east,  and  reported  that  the  tracts  thus 
omitted  included  the  lands  upon  which  were  found  the  claims  of

an  agreement  with  the  Muscogee  or  Creek  tribe  of  Indians  and  for    VoLn*P-ML 
other  purposes,"  approved  on  the  firet  day  of  March,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  one,  contains  a  provision  as  follows: 

That  the  agreement  negotiated  between  the  Commission  to  the  Five  Civilised 
Tribes  and  the  Muscogee  or  Greek  tribe  of  Indians,  at  the  City  of  Washington  on  the 
eighth  day  of  March,  nineteen  hundred,  as  herein  amended,  fa  hereby  accepted,  rati* 
fieri,  and  confirmed,  and  the  same  shall  be  of  foil  farce  and  effect  when  ratified  ber 
the  Creek  national  council.  The  principal  chief,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  rat* 
iflcation  of  this  agreement  by  Congress,  shall  call  an  extra  session  of  the  Creek 
national  council  ami  lav  before  it  this  agreement  and  the  Act  of  Congress  ratifying  it, 
and  if  the  agreement  be  ratified  by  said  council,  as  provided  in  the  constitution  of 
•aid  nation,  he  shall  transmit  to  the  President  of  the  united  States  the  act  of  council 
ratifying  the  agreement^  and  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  thereupon  issue 
his  proclamation  declaring  the  same  duly  ratified,  and  that  all  the  provisions  of  this 
agreement  have  become  law  according  to  the  terms  thereof:  Provided,  That  such  rat- 
ification by  the  Creek  national  council  shall  be  made  within  ninety  days  from  the

And  whereas  paragraph  thirty-six  of  said  agreement  contains  a  pro- 
vision as  follows: 

This  provision,  shall  not  take  effect  until  after  it  shall  have  been  separately  and 
specifically  approved  by  the  Creek  national  council  and  by  the  Seminole  general 
council;  and  if  not  approved  by  either,  it  shall  tail  altogether,  and  be  eliminated 
from  this  agreement  without  impairing  any  other  of  its  provisions.  - 

And  whereas,  there  has  been  presented  to  me  an  act  of  the  Creek 
national  council  entitled  "An  Act  to  disapprove  certain  provisions, 
relating  to  Seminole  citizens,  in  the  agreement  between  the  Muscogee

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approved  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  by 
which  the  provisions  of  said  paragraph  thirty-six  are  specifically 
disapproved:

Whereas,  by  an  agreement  between  the  Wichita  and  affiliated  bands  vTSfp.wi 
of  Indians  on  the  one  part,  and  certain  commissioners  of.  the  United 
States  on  the  other  part,  ratified  by  act  of  Congress  approved  March  8. 
1895  (28  Stat. .  876,  894),  the  said  Indians  ceded,  conveyed,  transferred 
and  relinquished,  forever  and  absolutely,  without  any  reservation 
whatever,  unto  the  United  States  of  America,  all  their  claim,  title  and 
interest  of  every  kind  and  character  in  and  to  the  lands  embraced  in 
the  following  described  tract  of  country  now  in  the  Territory  of  Okla- 
homa, to  wit: 

"Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Washita  River      Luri*  J^jA**

And  whereas,  bv  an  agreement  between  the  Comanche,  Kiowa  and 
Apache  tribes  of  Indians  on  the  one  part,  and  certain  commissioners 
of  the  United  States  on  the  other  part,  amended  and  ratified  by  act  of 
Congress,  approved  June  6,  1900  (31, Stat.  672,  676),  the  said  Indian 
tribes,  subject  to  certain  conditions  which  have  been  dulv  performed, 
ceded,  conveyed,  transferred,  relinquished  and  surrendered  forever 
and  absolutely,  without  any  reservation  whatsoever,  expressed  or  im- 
plied, unto  the  United  States  of  America,  all  their  claim,  title  and 
interest  of  every  kind  and  character  in  and  to  the  lands  embraced  in 
the  following  described  tract  of  country  now  in  the  Territory  of  Okla- 
homa, to  wit:

organizations  for  religious  or  educational  work  among  tne  Indians 
have  been  regularly  allotted  and  confirmed  to  such  soci^ies  and  organ- 
izations, respectively;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  out  of  the 
lands  ceded  by  the  agreement  last  named,  has.  regularly  selected  and 
set  aside  for  the  use  in  common  for  said  Comanebe,  Kiowa  and  Apache 
tribes  of  Indians,  four  hundred  and  eighty" thousand  acres  of  grazing 
lands;

Stat.,  727),  the  Secretary  of  the  interior  was  authorized  to  extend, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  eight  months  from  December  6,  1900,  the 
time  for  making  aUoteeats  to  the  Comanche,  Kiowa,  and  Apgiehe  Indi- 
ans and  opening  to  settlement  the  lands  so  ceded  by  them;

3, 1901  (31  Stat,  1098),  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  has  regularly  sub- 
divided the  fautds  so  as  aforesaid  respectively  ceded  to  the  United  States 
tar  the  Wichita  and  affiliated  bands  of  Indians  and  the  Comanche, 
Kiowa*  and  Apache  tribes  of  Indians  into  counties,  attaching  portions 
thereof  to  adjoining  counties  in  the  Territory  of  Oklahoma,  has  regu- 
larly designated  the  place  for  the  county  seat  of  each  new  county,  has

"The  lands  to  be  opened  to  settlement  and  entry  under  the  Acts  of  Congress  ratify- 
ing said  agreements  respectively  shall  be  so  opened  by  proclamation  of  the  President, 
and  to  avoid  the  contests  and  conflicting  claims  which  nave  heretofore  resulted  from 
opening  similar  public  lands  to  settlement  and  entry,  the  President's  proclamation 
shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  these  lands  may  be  settled  upon,  occupied  and 
entered  by  persons  entitled  thereto  under  the  Acts  ratifying  said  agreements,  respec- 
tively; and  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  settle  upon,  occupy  or  enter  any  of  said 
lands  except  as  prescribed  in  such  proclamation  until  after  the  expiration  of  sixty 
days  from  the  time  when  the  same  are  opened  to  settlement  and  en  toy."

And  whereas,  by  the  act  of  Congress  last  named  the  President  was 
authorized  to  establish  two  additional  United  States  land  districts  and 
land  offices  in  the  Territory  of  Oklahoma  to  include  the  lands  so  ceded 
as  aforesaid,  which  land  districts  and  land  offices  have  been  established 
by  an  ordeir  of  even  date  herewith; 

And  whereas  all  of  the  conditions  required- by  lav$  to  be  performed 
prior  to  the  opening  of  said  tracts  of  land  to  settlement  and  entry  have 
oeen,  as  1  hereby  declare,  duly  performed;

ing all  lands  allotted  and  confirmed  to  religious  societies  and  other 
organizations,  and  saving  and  excepting  the  lands  selected  and  set  aside 
as  grazing  lands  for  the  use  in  common  for  said  Comanche,  Kiowa,  and 
Apache  tribes  of  Indians,  and  saving  and  excepting  the  lands  set  aside 
and  reserved  at  each  of  said  county  seats  for  disposition  as  townsites, 
and  saving  and  excepting  the  lands  now  used,  occupied,  or  set  apart 
for  military,  agency,  school,  school  farm,  religious,  Indian  cemetery, 
wood  reserve,  forest  reserve,  or  other  public  uses,  will,  on  the  6th  day 
of  August.  1901,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed 
and  not  otherwise,  be  opened  to  entry  and  settlement  and  to  disposi- 
tion under  the  general  provisions  of  the  homestead  and  townsite  lfws 
of  the  United  States. 

Commencing  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  Wednesday,  July  10, 1901,  and  end- 
ing at  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  Friday,  July  26, 1901,  a  registration  will  be  had 
at  the  United  States  land  offices  at  El  Reno  and  Lawton,  in  the  Terri-

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  the  Olympic  Forest  Reserve,  in  the  State  of  Washington,    vof»*p."wi. 
was   established   by  proclamation    dated   February  twenty -second,    voi.ii!  p.  mm. 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -seven,  under  and  by  virtue  of  section 
twenty-four  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  March  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety -one,  entitfed?  "An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture    Vo  •*»!>• IU* 
laws,  and  for  other  purposes  ",  whi<5h  provides,  "  That  the  President  of 
the  United  States  may,  from  time  to  time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any 
State  or  Territory  having  public  lands  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of 
the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part  covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth, 
whether  of  commercial  value  or  not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the 
President  shall,  by  public  proclamation,  declare  the  establishment  ot 
such  reservations  and  the  limits  thereof"; 

And  whereas,  it  is  further  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress*  approved 
June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -seven,  entitled  "An  act  Yo1-*>.p*- 
making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  and  for  other  purposes",  that  "The  President  is  hereby  author- 
ized at  any  time  to  modify  any  Executive  order  that  has  been  or  may 
hereaf tei  be  made  establishing  any  forest  reserve,  and  by  such  modi- 
fication may  reduce  the  area  or  change  the  boundary  lines  of  suck 
reserve,  or  may  vacate  altogether  any  order  creating  such  reserve": 
under  which  provision,  certain  lands  were  withdrawn  and  excluded 
from  the  said  forest  reserve  by  proclamation  dated  April  seventh,  nine- 
teen hundred;  • 

Now,  therefore,  I,  William  McKinley,  President  of  the  United  aerve^MhiSoiif6" 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  me  by  the  aforesaid  act  of 
Congress,  approved  June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety t&even, 
do  hereby  make  known  and  proclaim  that  the  boundary  lines  of  the 
aforesaid  Olympic  Forest  Reserve  are  hereby  further  changed  so  as 
to  read  as  follows:  ^^

to  the  sou tn- west  corner  of  said  section;  thence  northerly  to  the  north* 
west  corner  of  said  section;  thence  westerly  to  the  south-west  corner

The  season  is  nigh  when,  according  to  the  time-hallowed  custom  of 
our  people,  the  President  appoints  a  day  as  the  especial  occasion  for 
praise  and  thanksgiving  to  God. 

This  Thanksgiving  finds  the  people  still  bowed  with  sorrow  for  the 
death  of  a  great  ana  good  President.  We  mourn  President  McKin- 
ley because  we  so  loved  and  honored  him;  and  the  manner  of  his 
death  should  awaken  in  the  breasts  of  our  people  a  keen  anxiety  for 
the  country,  and  at  the  same  time  a  resolute  purpose  not  to  be  driven 
by  any  calamity  from  the  path  of  strong,  orderly,  popular  liberty 
which  as  a  nation  we  have  thus  far  safely  trod. 

Yet  in  spite  of  this  great  disaster,  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  no  peo- 
ple on  earth  have  such  abundant  cause  for  thanksgiving  as  we  have. 
The  past  year  in  particular  has  been  one  of  peace  and  plenty.  We  have 
prospered  in  things  material  and  have  been,  able  to  work  for  our  own*

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  it  is  provided  by  section  twenty-four  of  the  Act  of  Con-

And  whereas,  the  public  lands  in  the  State  of  Colorado,  within  the 
limits  hereinafter  described,  are  in  part  covered  with  timber,  and  it 
appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apart  and 
reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt.  President  of  the  United

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  it  is  provid&L  by  section  twenty-four  of  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress, approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
entitled,  "An  act  to.  repeal  timber-culture  laws,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses", "That  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  from  tiine  to 
time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having,  public 
land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part 
covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value  or 
not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public  procla- 
mation, declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits 
thereof": 

And  wnereas,  the  public  lands  in  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  within 
the  limits  hereinafter  described,  are  in  part  covered  with  timber,  and 
it  appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apart 
and  reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United

not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of  land  unless  the  entry- 
man,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the  law  under  which 
the  entry,  filing  or  settlement  was  made".

Preamble.  Whereas,  Many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago 

were  in  insurrection  against  the  authority  and  sovereignty  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Spain  at  divers  times  from  August,  1896,  until  the  cession 
of  the  archipelago  by  that  Kingdom  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  since  such  cession  many  of  the  persons  so  engaged  in  insurrection 
have  until  recently  resisted  the  authority  and  sovereignty  of  the  United 
States;  and 

.  Whereas,  The  insurrection  against  the  authority  and  sovereignty  of 
the  United  States  is  now  at  an  end,  and  peace  has  been  established  in 
all  parts  of  the  archipelago,  except  in  tine  country  inhabited  by  the 
Moro  tribes,  to  which  this  proclamation  does  not  apply;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  course  of  the  insurrection  against  the  King- 
dom of  Spain  and  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  per- 
sons engaged  therein,  or  those  in  sympathy  with  and  abetting  them, 
committed  many  acts  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  civilized  warfare;  but 
it  is  believed  that  such  acts  were  generally  committed  in  ignorance  of 
those  laws,  and  under  orders  issued  by  the  civil  or  insurrectionary 
leaders;  and 

.  Whereas,  It  is  deemed  to  be  wise  and  humane,  in  accordance  with 
the  beneficent  purposes  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
towards  the  Filipino  peop  e,  and  conducive  to  peace,  order,  and  loyalty 
among  them,  that  the  doers  of  such  acts  who  have  not  already  suffered 
punishment  shall  not  be  held  criminally  responsible,  but  shall  be 
relieved  from  punishment  for  participation  in  these  insurrections  and 
for  unlawful  acts  committed  during  the  course  thereof  by  a  general 
amnesty  and  pardon;

or  dissensions,  between  Filipinos  and  Spaniards,  or  the  Spanish  author- 
ities, or  which  resulted  from  internal  political  feuds  or  dissensions 
among  the  Filipinos  themselves  during  either  of  said  insurrections.

A  PROCLAMATION.

According  to  the  yearly  custom  of  our .  people,  it  falls  upon  the 
President  at  this  season  to  appoint  a  day  of  festival  and  thanksgiving 
to  God. 

Over  a  century  and  a  quarter  has  passed  since  this  country  took  its 
place  among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  and  during  that  time  we  have 
had  on  the  whole  more  to  be  thankful  for  than  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of 
any  other  people.  Generation  after  generation  has  grown  to  man- 
hood and  passed  away.  ^  Each  has  had  to  bear  its  peculiar  burdens, 
each  to  face  its  special  crises,  and  each  has  known  years  of  grim  trial, 
when  the  country  was  menaced  by  malice  domestic  or  foreigri  levy, 
when  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  heavy  upon  it  in  drouth  or  flood  or 
pestilence,  when  in  bodily  distress  and  anguish  of  soul  it  paid  the  pen- 
alty of  folly  and  a  froward  heart.  Nevertheless,  decade  by  decade, 
we  have  struggled  onward  and  upward;  we  now  abundantly  enjoy 
material  well-being,  and  under  the  favor  of  the  Most  High  we  are 
striving  earnestly  to  achieve  moral  and  spiritual  uplifting.

Whereas,  it  is  provided  by  section  one  of  the  Act  of  Congress, 
approved.

Porto  Rico,  for  military,  naval,  light-house,  marine-hospital,  post-offices, 
custom-houses,  United  States  courts,  and  other  public  purposes,  as  he 
mav  deem  necessary" ; . 

.  And  whereas,  the  public  lands  in  the  island  of  Porto  Rico,  within  the 
limits  hereinafter  described,  are  ,in  part*  covered  with  timber,  and  it 
appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apart  and 
reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  section  one  of  the  afore- 
said Act  of  Congress,  do  hereby  make  known  and  proclaim  that  there 
is  hereby  reserved  and  set  apart  as  a  Public  Forest  Reservation  all  those 
certain  tracts,  pieces  or  parcels  of  public  lands,  not  heretofore  appro- 
priated or  reserved,  lying  and  being  situate  in  the  island  of  Porto  Rico, 
and  within  the  boundaries  particularly  described  as  follows,  to  wit:

Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Missouri  River  oppo- 
site Deep  Creek,  aboat  three  miles  eoath  of  the  Cheyenne  River;  thence  due  west 
five  and  one  half  miles;  thence  due  north  to  the  Cheyenne  River;  thence  down  said 
river  to  the  center  of  the  main  channel  thereof  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  the  Mis-  - 
sonri  River  doe  east  or  opposite  the  moMh  of  said  Cheyenne  River;  thence  down  the 
center  of  the  main  channel  of  the  Missouri  River  to  the  place  of  beginning: 

And  whereas,  the  government,  agency  and  school  buildings  have  been 
removed  from  the  lands  as  above  indicated  to  their  present  locations; 

And  whereas,  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  for  continuing  the  lands 
in  a  state  of  reservation,  the  same  not  being  needed  for  Indian  purposes:

States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  do  hereby  declare  the  said  to  public  domain. 
lands  subject  to  disposal  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  act,  except    e^p*"- 
160  acres  of  land  to  which  the  St.  Johns  Mission  School  has  obtained 
title  under  the  Sioux  Act  mentioned,  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions thereof.
